has been looked upon 'as

point of great value. 
The Liaoriver, 


which finds its outlet 
below New 
Chwang, comes close to the town and 
there are numerous 
highways to the 
north 
and 
south, 
among them 
the 


oelebrated 
Mandarin 
road, 
leading 


fromKirinand other towns 
in the 


northeastern 
part of the province to 


New Chwang and Port Arthur in the 
south.

THE NEW TAX LAW. 


Any person of average intelligence 


can, withouta srecial scientific train- 
ing, distinguish between creating life 
anew aod stimulating lifethat already 
exists. 
When a farmer plants a ker- 


nel of corn, the moisture in the soil, 
in combination 
with the warmth of 


the sun, causes itto sprout and grow. 
Ifhe plants a shoe peg, all the cul- 
ture and coaxing in the world willbe 
without effect. 
The 
seed has an ele 


ment of life,a germ, imparted 
by an- 


cestral grain. 
The shoe peg has not. 
So, too, 
with the sea 
urchin's 
egg. 
If, as Prof. Loco pretends, he pro- 
motes hatching by application of salt 
water, he does so by stimulating a life 
principle already residing in the egg, 
and left there 
by its parents. 
It is 


ohildish to pretend that he 
creates 
life,-or 
that, he 
has 
any encourage- 


ment to thiqk creatiou, in the true 
sense of the 
term, is possible at his 


hauds. 
Suppose 
he try salt water, or 
ethyl acetate, 
or acetic 
acid, or any 


other 
possible 
chemical 
compound, 


on a charge of bird shot. 
Would he 
get 
any sea urchins or other living 


creatures? 
Not much? 


" The way in which Prof. Jacques 
Loeb, of the University of California, 
keeps on trying to make people 
be- 
Move that he can procure life artifi- 
cially is 
extremely 
discreditable. 
Every few months one sees an account 
of some lecture or interview in which 
he tells the old familiar story of his 
experiments withsea urchins' eggs and 
salt water. 
Only last week one of our 
New,York cotemporaries rehearsed it 
in*ttae form of a dispatch 
from San 
Francisco, 
If these 
announcements 


were followed by a correction or de- 
nial by Prof. Loeb himself, the pub- 
lic would believe that he had been 
inaccurately reported, and that his 
pretences . were much more modest 
than would appear 
from the newspa- 


pers. 
As we have never observed any 


thing which looks likerepudiation, it 
is fair to hold him responsible for the 
false interpretations which are being 
put on his work. The notion that life 
could be developed out of dead mat- 
ter 
was 
generally prevalent 
in the 
middle ages; but more than two cen- 
turies ago an Italian naturalist, Redi, 
undertook 
some 
experiments 
which 
exploded 
the idea. 
Since that day 


all reputable biologists have held that 
no life could originate 
without pre- 


vious life.

They held one or 


twomeetings, at which it was evi- 
dent that a difference of opinion on 
the main question existed among the 
members. 
Also the matter of ex- 


pense came into tbe discussion, 
the 


committee being absolutely 
without 


funds to meet any expense. 
As we 


understand, itis doubtfulifthe com- 
mittee willever be in a position 
to 


report. 
From present 
outlook it 


would be a double 
report, the ma- 


jority favoring 
incorporation 
and 


the minority against. 
Why this 


divided condition should be allowed 
toblock the matter altogether 
we 


do not understand. 
Any how, it 


seems likely that the incorporation 
movement, if pressed 
to an issue, 


willhave to be started anew. 


The fires we have had this 
week 


serve only to accentuate

sity ofincorporation. 
The town has 


escaped serious loss because of favor- 
ing circumstances, 
as wellas good 


generalship in fighting the flames. 
Witha stiff breeze blowinginalmost

could hardly 


have been avoided. 
Incorporation 


willnot prevent accidental or incen- 
diary fires itis true, butitwould cer- 
tainly help matters 
in the district 


now so thickly strewn 
with inflam- 


mable shanties in the rear 
of sub- 


stantial brick business blocks. There 
is nothing now to prevent 
the re- 


building of similar 
wooden 
struc- 


tures. 
With a city, government 


ordinances 
might be passed and 
en- 


forced prohibiting the erection of 
such 
fire traps 
within certain de- 


fined limits. It would be a hard- 
ship, 
perhaps, 
to condemn 
the 


shacks now standing as a menace 
to 


the safety 
of the business 
blocks; 


certainly it would not be any in- 
fringement upon any vested 
right 


to prohibit the rebuilding of such 
structures, 
after their removal by 


fire or otherwise. 1 The safety of the 
community at large would be sub- 
served thereby, and incorporation is 
the only practical plan of securing 
such protection.

court last Monday.

old and respected resident :of Oleta, 
was the alleged 
insane 
man,

was evident to tbe ciisual 
observer 


that he was 
off his balance. 
There 


was a vacant stare in his 
eyes, that 


told plainlythat the soul bad ceased, 
as it were, to look through its old- 
time channels. 
Inearly days he 
was 


a school teacher ivthe northern end 
of the county, and was looked upon 
as a man of more than ordinaary in- 
telligence. 
He gave 
hi.s 
age 
as 74, 


but from 
appearances 
one 
would 


judge him to be considerably 
older. 


A son, accompanied 
by Lee Yates and 


another citizen, brought h(m to the 
county seat for examination. 
He has 


a wifeand son and daughter, 
but so 


far was his mind upset 
that be 
was 


unable to recognize them. 
Infact he 


said he had two sons. 
His speech was 


incoherent and totally unintelligible 
at times. 
The examining physicians 


noticed that he had suffered 
from a 


stroke of paralysis, 
his tongue and 


speech bearing evidences 
of such an 


attack. The witnesses testified that he 
was inclined to be violent at times, 
and needed oanstant 
watching to pre- 


vent him from wandering 
off. The 


mental decline had been 
coming 
on 


for nine or ten years, and for the last 
four years 
h,ad become 
more pro- 


nounced. 
He was committed to the 


Stockton Asylum. 


One who knew him wellin Amador 


says be was one of the noted 
char- 


acters of that vicinity, where be had 
been for nearly 30 years. 
He was one 


of the neatest 
and 
cleanest 
men in 


this state, in any way you can men- 
tion, personally or in character; 
evei 


ready to help any 
one, 
very charit- 


able, and a lover of the dumb ani- 
mals, and would always defend 
them 


whenever he saw any one maltreating 
them. 
1 have known him to spend 


time and 
money 
doctoring 
a poor 


horse that had been 
severely 
injured 


by a barbed wire fence. 
He 
was a 


very quiet man, a great reader, 
and 


well posted in current 
events 
and 


past history. 


Tho funeral was held Monday, 
tbe 


remains 
being 
interred in Jackson 


cemetery. 


Deceased 
was 57 
years old, and 
a 


native of Denmark. 
He had 
worked 


around 
the mines 
of Amador City 


and Jackson for many years 
He has 


no relatives in this oounty, 
although 


it is claimed be has a sister in his 
native country. 
In his trunk 
was 


found $921.20 in cash. Itis also re- 
ported that he was interested in min- 
ing property in the neighborhood 
of 


Amador City.

for the purpose 
of bringing 
the re- 


mains of his wayward sons, 
should 


they prove to be them, to Alameda 
for burial. 
They leave also a mother, 


an invalid, and a sister, and a young- 
er brother, Emory. 


The identification is not very sat- 


isfactory, and it ageing 
strange 
that 


nearly a month should elapse 
after 


tbe killingere the fact that tbe vic- 
tims were the notorious Gates 
broth- 


era should be made 
known. 
The re- 


wards offered, however, willno doubt 
secure a fulland satisfactory 
identi- 


fication of the bandits. 


George Gates was 26 years 
of age, 


and his brother 
Vernon 
22. 
Both 


were brought up in this county, 
the 


home of the family being for a num- 
ber of years at Kennedy 
flat, where 


tbe father was proprietor of the tail- 
ings plant erected to catch the truant 
sulphurets that esoaped fromtbe mill. 
He followed this business up to about 
live years 
ago,' 
wben be moved his 


family to~ Alaineda county, 
where 


they are now living. 
The two sons 


spent most of their boyhood 
days 
in 


this county, and received their educa- 
tion in tbe Jackson 
public school. 


George 
made bis 
debut in crime 


about four years 
ago in this 
town, 


after his parents had moved 
to Ala- 


meda. 
One night a lone man, 
mask 


ed, stepped into Piocardo's saloon on 
the Jackson Gate road, and command- 
ed the 
occupants 
to bold up their 


hands, 
using 
au ugly looking 
re- 


volver as a persuader. 
He took 
the 


change in the saloon till,and not sat- 
isfied with this, 
he demanded 
that 


the iron safe ina rear room be opened 
and its contents handed over to him. 
This no one present 
was able to do. 


The robber backed towaid the trout 
door, and as he was passing 
out, one 


of the Piccardo boys seized a shotgun 
and fired at the robber 
as 
he disap- 


peared through the doorway. 
He was 


hit, as shown by bloody clothing and 
the pistol found 
afterward not far 


from tbe scene. 
Tbe pistol was taken 


from an office room in Jackson. 
It 


was known three or four days 
after- 


wards that 
the 
daring 
bandit 
was 


George 
Gates. . He went 
to Sutter 


Creek, where he remained at tbe hotel 
and 
was 
nursed 
and doctored. 
As 


soon as the officers were on bis trail 
he left tbe county, passing through 
Jackson 
on 
bis 
way to 
Valley 


Springs. 
He eluded all efforts 
of 


the officials looking to hjs 
capture. 


While this was the first criminal ven- 
ture that can be positively 
traced to 


him, it is believed that he had 
fig- 


ured in other exploits that occurred 
in this vicinity just previous to this 
hold-up. 
Thjs 
bpldrup, 
however, 


fastened upon him by conclusive cir: 
cumstantial evidence, 
made him an 


outcast, and henceforth 
he devoted 


himself to crime as a business. 
After 


taking part with two others in a train 
robbery in Colorado, where cue of bis 
companions was killed, he returned 
to California, and enticed bis broth- 
er Vernon to join him. On tbe 
31st 


of March the Oregon 
express 
south 


bound, was held up at Copeley 
sta- 


tion inShasta 
county, and 
the 
ex- 


press 
messenger, 
W. J. O'Neil, ehot 


and killed. The two Gates boys and 
James Arnet are credited 
with this 


crime, which did not add one dollar 
to thejr benefit. 
Big rewards 
were 


thereafter offered for their 
capture, 


and they were hunted, from, the Can- 
adian to tbe Mexican border, and fin- 
ally 
brought 
to their 
violent and 


tragio end in the 
desert 
of 
New 


Mexioo. 


"Just returned from Perral, 
Mex- 


ico. Ifind that George 
Gates 
and 


Edwatd Gates held up a saloon 
in 


Lordsburg, 
N. M., on the 14th of 


March, and were followed to Separ, 
N. M., by Sheriff McGrath and posse, 
and were killed while resisting 
ar- 


rest. 
They recovered the six-shooters 


and alltbe money 
which was taken 


from the saloon. 
They were brought 


back bete 
(Lordsburg) 
and buried.

The news was sent 
from Lordsburg, 


N. M., to Wells Fargo Express 
Com- 


pany by detective Timelier, 
who had 


long been on the trail of these

desperadoes.

fore sundown, and. being tired from 
the trip, Mr. McMillan explains, he 
letf his camera in the livery rig at 
Newman's stable, and in this way has 
one camera left with which to con- 
tinue business, 
which he intends to 


do inhis old premises, 
now his resi- 


dence, over Eudey and Marre's bat- 
cher shop. 


The property consumed 
and dam- 


aged by this second fire was partially 
covered 
by insurance.

McMillan, and on which Wallace Kay 
also had an interest, were insured foi

The brick part 
of the 
Kay 


building is fully protected by insur? 
ance. 
The damage 
jn the Freeman 


store and the basement 
of the 
Kay 


building, is alao covered 
by insur- 


ance. 
The total loss will amount 
to 


fully 83000, insured for about ?2000. 


Early Wednesday 
morning about 
3 


o clock the alarm of fire was given 
by shooting pistols-and other demon- 
strations. 
It proved to be in the 


same locality as the previous 
night. 


The flames were jumping twenty 
feet 


high over the McMillan photographic 
gallery, 
in the uorth-.ea°t 
end of 


which the lire had 
been 
started 
on 


tbe top 
floor, used 
for tbe 
gallery 


proper. 
Again circumstances 
favored 


the town. 
The night was still—stiller 


even' than the preceding 
night. 
The 


whole roof of the gallery 
was ablaze 


before 
any 
help could 
reach 
the 


scene. The building was a two story 
frame, in the rear of tbe two story 
brick on Main street, owned by 
Wal- 


lace Kay and F. Mace, tbe gallery be- 
ing on the south side ot the 
hallway, 


and owned exclusively 
by Mr. Kay. 


In it were the. 
cameras 
and other 


cobtly apparatus 
and stock 
ut>ed in 


the photographic hqsiness. 
On either 


eide were shingle roofs, and a mas of 
other inflammable material. 
With an 


ample supply of water, thrown under 
heavy pressure from a two-inch hose, 
tbe flames were subdued 
in a short 


time. 
The gallery 
was completely 


gutted on the 
upper 
floor, aud 
tbe 


ground floor was seriously 
damaged 


by water. 
Tbe root of the room in 


the 
main building, 
occupied 
as a 


sleeping apartment; by &. E. Letang 
was burned offand the ceiling ruined. 
The basement of the main huiMing, 
occupied 
by H, (joldner as a justice 


office, ..was also 
da.m.aged 
by water. 


Considerable stock in the rear part of 
th stationery and variety store of E. 
G. Freeman Co. was spoiled by water. 
A tire in the same spot two nights in 
succession at once suggested 
incend- 


iarism.' This was suspjcipueel 
by the 


first fire, but the second 
blaze has 


deepened this suspicion 
into a uni- 


versal 
conviction. 
Scarcely 
anyone 


can 
be found 
who thinks 
otherise 


than that these fires were tbe work of 
a firebug. 
An examination 
qf (he 


premises show th,Ht the door of the 
entrance was forced 
open. 
The first 


one at tbe firefound this door wide 
open, 
investigation showed 
that it 


had been forced open whilelooked, 
the bolt of the lock, a^lf being out. 
Furthermore 
the outside of the door 


was burned to a cinder, while the in- 
ner side was untouched. 
This is ac- 


counted for by the fact tt^t tbe stair- 
way to the upper part where the tire 
was raging was close to the door, and 
the door being thrown open, a strong 
draught 
was thereby created, 
scorch- 
ing the outside of the door, leaving 
the 
inner side 
comparatively 
un- 


touched. 
Whether 
this 
door 
was 


forced by the firefighters, 
or by the 


incendiary, is open tq doubt. 'Some 
of those 
who 
were 
quickly on the 


scene are inclined to believe that it 
was broken open for the purpose 
ot 


getting tbe hose 
to play upon 
the 


flames.

council of Toledo, in 675, while forbid- 
ding bishops to exercise exclusive ju- 
risdiction ln offenses involving the cap- 
italpenalty, also interdicted them from 
ordering mutilation of the limbs, even 
in the case of their own serfs, and or- 
dained that bishops violating this law 
should 
be 
deposed, 
excommunicated 


and denied the last rites of the churcn 
when lnartlculo mortis. The eighteenth 
canon of the council of Frankfort, in 
704, forbade abbots 
to blind or muti- 


late their monks whatever might be the 
offense.—Pearson's 
Weekly.

Halsey was a confidential 
agent

clerk for Nevills, but Novills quar- 
reled with him, as well as many other 
men 
with 
whom 
he 
had 
dealings. 


Halsoy, in his deposition, 
squarely 


contradicts Nevills' sworn statement 
ou some points concerning 
the affairs 
ot the companies. 
"1was just sim- 
ply a dummy for Nevills, "says 
Hal- 


sey, iv speaking of his acting as a di- 
rector. 
He tells of a trip which he 


made to the Amador mine with Sen- 
ator Jones and 
the latter's 
brother- 
in-law, 
Lon Hamilton, 
and 
adds: 


"We got caught in a rainstorm 
and 


had to stay in the house 
and 
play 


cards all the time. ' Halsey 
states 
that Nevills brought the bullion from 
the mine to the city and deposited 
it 
iv his own name at the Mint or with 
the assayer. 
Halsey told him that he 
might get into trouble by putting the 
company's gold in his own name, and 
Nevills replied: "Oh, pshaw! 
That's 
all right." 
This method of handling 


the gold from 
the mine contributed 
to biing about the 
disagreement 
be- 
tween Nevills and the Flemings. 


William Fleming alleges that Nev- 
illsworked the mining claims as if 
they were his own property, 
without 
asking permission from the 
board 
of 
directors, and 
that be appropriated 


the proceeds for his own use. 
Flem- 


ing characterizes 
Nevills' statement 
that he arranged 
to sell the property 
for $1,000,000 in Euglaud 
as prepos- 


terous and absurd, 
because 
the prop- 
erty had no known value. 


W. A.Nevills about two years

Nevills for over $70,000. 
The piop- 
erty concerned in the present 
suit is 


better known as the Mammoth 
mine 


and tunnel, situated at Middle Bar. 
Nevills claims that defendant 
pur- 
chased an interest 
in this company 
tor 8200,000. 
$100,000 
was paid, and 
suit is now brought for $150,000. 
De- 
fendant 
Fleming lives in Chicago, 
and has come 
to S:iu Krancisco 
on 
purpose for this trial. Suit, was orig- 
iually brought in the superior 
court 
of Amador couuty, but at the request 
of defendant 
was transferred 
to San 
Francisco.

It was a tumble down house ln a 


wretched street,

end could not much longer be delayed. 
Half a hundred detectives were look- 
Ing for him, and the rewards offered 
for his apprehension 
footed up over 
$30,000. 
Some of his band were cer- 
tain to betray him to secure 
this re- 


ward. When he had made up his mind 
what to do he distributed his property 
among 
the 
hospitals 
under 
another 
name and took a house inthe Rue Vlnt- 
nor. 


Le Roy was Le Roy no longer. 
He 


was Jarltz. 
In two years he 
com- 
mitted fifty robberies 
single handed. 


Then he became 
the leader of a band, 


and murder was added to robbery. It 
was always the police who were the 
victims. 
In one year ten Paris police- 


men were stabbed 
to death. 
No one 


suspected 
that 
Jarltz 
was 
the 
ex- 


cashier 
under 
another 
name, 
and no 
one could 
account 
for this 
singular 


hatred of the police. 
The best 
de- 


tective talent ln the country was em- 
ployed to hunt the man down, but he 
escaped every snare laid for him. 
As 
fast as a member of his band 
was 
taken he took on another recruit They 
were to assist ln the robberies, but 
the killing was reserved for his own 
hand. 


That was the end. 
The ex-convict 


headed 
for Paris with murder ln his 


heart. 
Inhalf an hour his mind had 


been 
made 
to turn criminal and be- 


come a terror to the law. On reaching 
the city he made for the haunts 
of 
vice, and Inside of a month the police 
heard from him. 


He 
wandered 
out Into the country 


and secured 
employment 
on a farm. 


The work was hard and the pay poor, 
but he was living an honest life when 
a police official appeared and Insisted 
that he be instantly 
discharged. 
He 


was even threatened 
with arrest 
and 


punishment 
for defying the law. 


Young Le Roy was discharged. 


"Youhave a man lnyour employ who 


could not prove his Innocence 
of a 


theft. 
You must discharge 
him. 
If 


you do not you will be encouraging 
crime." 


Neither the proprietors of the store 


nor the cashier's frienfis believed him 
guilty. There was a slip somewhere, 
a mistake; some one had seized oppor- 
tunity to gobble on to the notes, but 
tie police took him away and contend- 
ed that he must prove that some one 
guilty ln order to secure his own lib- 
erty. The young man was sent to pris- 
on for a year and his reputation ruined 
forever. 
He did not think so when he 


emerged. 
Strong in the consciousness 


of his innocence, he returned to Paris 
with the determination to begin anew. 
The old firm could not take him back, 
but they gave him a recommendation, 
and he soon secured employment else- 
where. 
Within a week the police ap- 


peared and said to his employer: 


"You have had charge of the funds 


ln this store. A sum of money Is miss- 
ing, and you cannot account for it. It

At any rate, you must prove ln 
court that you did not" 


After ten years' faithful service as 


cashier in a department store In Paris 
Gaston Le Roy had been found guilty 
of embezzlement. 
A bum of money 


amounting to about $200 was missing 
and could not be accounted 
for. 
He 


protested his innocence, and he offered 
to make the amount good from bis sav- 
ings, but the police had got hold of the 
matter and refused to let itdrop.
